This Collection, therefore, includes the greater portion of the counties of Down and Antrim, and portions of 
Armagh, Tyrone, and Londonderry. 

(2.) Dublin Collection extends from Laytown, in the north, to Kilmicbael Head, in the south. Its inland boundary is vary 
irregular.
